Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended claim 4 to include new 
sequences that are not in sequence compliance. Claim 4 recites sequences that are not identified by the proper sequence identifier. 

Further, the sequences listed in claim 4 referring to target regions of Kv3.4 raise new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or a new search. The sequences listed appear to recite the siRNA targets as either two separate regions or a region that starts with 
the first sequence listed in the claim and ends with the second sequence listed in the claim. In either case, this would require a new 
search for siRNA that targets both regions or the entire region. Applicant dislcoses the sequences refer to SEQ ID No. 3 (position 1626- 
1644) and SEQ ID No. 4 (position 1825-1843) and it is unclear whether the siRNA targets the region starting with position 1626 and 
ending with position 1843 or if the siRNA targets the region 1626-1644 and 1825-1843. 

Moreover, in the amendment filed 4/24/06, Applicant describes the above regions as sequence locations for siRNA targets however the 
specification on page 67 discloses these sequences as specific siRNA (see line 5 "The duplexes used had the following sequences..."). 
Because the claims are interpreted in view of the specification, claim 17 was interpreted to mean siRNA duplexes selected from the 
following sequences: SEQ ID NO. 3 or 4. 

Furthermore, the amendment will not be entered because although Applicant has complied with the sequence requirements of providing 
the sequence of GenBank Accession Number X62841 with an associated sequence identifier, the claims still do not comply with the 
sequence rules because claim 4 still recites the GenBank Accession Number X62841 and not the proper sequence identifier. 
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
